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“HIGHLIGHTS: A line of moderate showers moved 
through the upper Mississippi Delta late in the 
week. Heavy showers developed from the _ Texas 
Panhandle to southern Missouri on the last day of 
the week. Showers fell for several days on the 
middle Ohio Valley through New England. Snow fell 
through Michigan, northern Indiana, and parts of 
_the Northeast. Several rainy days contributed to 
moderate to heavy accumulations on the west coast 
‘from northern California through Washington; showers 
covered all of the coast. Snow fell over the 
northern Plateau and Rockies. Average temperatures 
were colder than normal from the Midwest through 
the Southeast--freezing temperatures 

“reached into northern Florida. It was warmer than 
‘normal from western Texas through the Rockies and 
Plateau. Very cold air in south central Canada 
barely got into the northern Plains. 


SUNDAY...Snow fell through Michigan and _ into 
'Morthern Indiana. Rain fell in the rest of the 
@astern Great Lakes region, and from the upper Ohio 
“Valley and the mid-Atlantic Coast through New 
England. Rain fell over the northern and central 
| Pacific Coast and spread over the northern 
Plateau. Freezing temperatures reached into the 
central Plains and western Great Lakes region. 


MONDAY...Freezing temperatures spread through the 
Mississippi Valley as far as parts of Louisiana and 
Mississippi. Light rainshowers covered the 
Northeast. Showers covered the west coast with 
some moderate amounts falling in northern California 
and the Oregon coast. 


November 11 to 17 


TUESDAY...Freezing weather reached into the lower 
Mississippi Valley and the Southeast, as far as 
south as northern Florida. Showers continued in the 
West Coast States, and spread across the northern 
and central Plateau to the Northern Rockies. A few 
light showers fell from Pennsylvania through New 
England. 


WEDNESDAY...Cold weather covered the area from the 
central Great Lakes to the gulf coast and eastward; 
while warmer weather pushed northward through the 
Plains. Showers scattered along a line from 
southern Missouri to the eastern Great Lakes. A few 
Light snowshowers reached from the northern Rockies 
to the upper Mississippi Valley. 


THURSDAY...Showers fell along and ahead of a cold 
front moving eastward on a line from Michigan to 
Southeastern Texas. Thunderstorms triggered 
moderate to heavy rain from central Louisiana to 
eastern Tennessee. Another storm system began 
spreading showers over the west coast. The tounge 
of warm air pushed northward through the Great 
Lakes, but more cold air was sweeping into the 
northern Plains. 


FRIDAY...Snow squalls covered the eastern Great 
Lakes and the Northeast, and a few showers lingered 
along the gulf coast. High-level moisture from the 
Pacific Ocean combined with low-level moisture from 
the Gulf of Mexico to trigger showers’ and 
thunderstorms in western Texas an Oklahoma. Light 
showers scattered throughout California. 


SATURDAY...The two moisture sources combined to drop 
moderate to heavy showers and thunderstorms from 
central Texas to southern Illinois, and lighter 
showers from Texas to Michigan. Showers covered the 
west coast and spread onto the northern Plateau. 
Morning temperatures were cold in the East, but 
warmed during the day from Texas to the mid-Atlantic 
States.

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National Agricultural Summary 
November 12 to 18 


HIGHLIGHTS: Fair weather in the Delta States 
alltowe rapid cotton and soybean harvests until 
late-week showers slowed activities. Beneficial 
rain aided winter wheat growth across portions of 
the southern Plains. Heavy rain halted field 
activities in portions of northern California and 
the Pacific Northwest. Freezing temperatures 


pushed southward into northern Florida; crop damage 
was minimal. Soil moisture rated short to bdsgubte 
in the southeast, southwest, and northern Plains, 
and generally adequate to surplus elsewhere in the 
Nation. Farmers had less than 4 days suitable for 
fieldwork in the lake States and generally 4-6 days 
available in all other regions. 

Winter wheat seeding advanced to 94% completion, 
2 points slower than last year and the average. 


Plants emerged on 81% of the seeded acreage, 
compared with the 87% average. Corn combining 
reached 87%, 4 points slower than normal. Sorghum 
was 93% harvested, equaling the average. Soybeans 
were 78% combined, trailing the 89% average. 


Cotton picking advanced to 56%, 10 points behind 
schedule. Fruit and vegetable harvests centered in 
Florida, Texas, Arizona, and California. Pastures 
and ranges were in fair to good condition in nearly 
all regions. Livestock rated fair to mostly good, 
with supplemental feeding in most northern areas. 

SMALL GRAINS: Winter wheat seeding was 94% complete 
in the {t® major producing States, 2 points behind 
both last year and the average. Previous wet 
conditions left planting 33 points behind schedule 
in Illinois, 20 points behind in Missouri, and 15 
points slower than normal in Indiana. Some acreage 
in the Corn Belt and Delta States may not be seeded 





as previously intended. Wheat emerged on 81% of 
the seeded acreage, 6 points behind usual. 
Emergence was 40 points behind schedule _ in 
Illinois, 25 points in Montana, 17 points’ in 
Indiana, and 15 points in both Missouri’ and 
Oklahoma. Planting and emergence were on schedule 
in Kansas. Favorable weather and adequate moisture 
spurred crop growth. Much needed rain benefited 
Oklahoma wheat. Stands rated good to fair with 


some weed problems in northwestern areas. Texas 
producers seeded wheat after harvesting corn and 
sorghum on the Plains. Early seeded fields showed 
excellent growth with favorable moisture. 
Montana's crop rated mostly fair with light wind 
damage in some areas. 


CORN: Harvesting in the 17 major producing States 
was 87% complete, well behind last year's 97% and 
91% average. Combining lagged normal by 30 points 
in Ohio, 18 points in Kentucky, 17 points in 
Indiana, and 16 points in Pennsylvania. Producers 
in the eastern Corn Belt were 79% finished, 12 
points behind schedule. In contrast, western Corn 
Belt growers combined 94% of their acreage, 3 
points ahead of normal. 


SOYBEANS: Combining advanced to 78% completion in 
the 18 major producing States, compared to 89% last 
year and the average. Producers trailed normal by 
20 points in the south central States, 18 points in 
the eastern Corn Belt; and were only 2 points 
behind scehdule in the southeast and western Corn 
Belt. During the week, growers in Arkansas 
harvested 27% of their acreage, and those in 
Mississippi harvested 23%. 





COTTON: In the 14 “5g oo producing States, 56% of 
The atreage had been harvested, compared with 68% 


in 1983 and the 66% 
points behind schedule 
and 23 points slower than normal 
Mississippi. Only Arizona, California, and 
Oklahoma were ahead of schedule. During the week, 
picking ranged from 5% in Oklahoma to 20% harvested 
in New Mexico. Delta producers were able to 
harvest 15-16% of their acreage during the week, 
Texas producers are waiting for a killing freeze 
before harvesting in some areas. Harvesting was 
38% finished in that State, 11 points behind 
average.

Sorghum harvesting advanced to 93% 
1 point ahead of a year, ago and equal 
Oklahoma growers harvested 40% of 
their acreage during the week, while Colorado 
producers combined 20%. Kansas and Texas producers 
harvested 10 and 8% during the week, respectively. 

Peanut digging was virtually complete in the 
southeast. In Texas, 66% was harvested, 14 points 
behind normal. Digging gained momentum in_ the 
Cross Timbers and Edwards Plateau areas. 

Tobacco growers graded, stripped, and marketed 
their crop. Kentucky burley was one-third 
stripped. The market is scheduled to open on the 
19th. Burley, sun, and fire-cured tobacco were 
prepared for market in Virginia. Tobacco seedbed 
fumigation began in many areas. 





FRUITS AND NUTS: 
increased irrigation. 


Florida's citrus groves received 
Fruit showed good color and 
almost no softening. Early harvesting was active. 
Arizona's Yuma growers picked lemons, grapefruit, 
Navel oranges, and a few sweet oranges. Salt River 
Valley producers harvested lemons, grapefruit, and 
a few’ tangerines. Avocado picking began _ in 
California. Harvests of dates, Emperor’ table 
grapes, kiwifruit, persimmons, Navel oranges, 
grapefruit, lemons, and tangerines continued. 
Growers pruned and sprayed vineyards and deciduous 
fruit orchards. 





VEGETABLES: Freezing temperatures pushed southward 
into northern Florida, ending tender’ vegetable 
growth across most of southeast. Florida vegetable 
shipments increased 6% from the previous’ week. 
Volumes increased for most crops, except cucumbers 
held steady and sweet corn declined. Strawberries 
showed increasing bloom and fruit’ set. Fall 
vegetables made good growth in Texas. Producers 
harvested beets, broccoli, celery, cabbage, 
cucumbers, lettuce, onions, peppers, and tomatoes. 
Arizona lettuce harvesting was active. The Salt 
River Valley and Yuma growers harvested a variety 
of vegetables. California growers harvested light 
volumes of artichokes, cauliflower, and _ market 





tomatoes. Volumes of broccoli, celery, and lettuce 
were heavy. Onion planting continued in the San 
Joaquin Valley. Wet fields in the Tulelake-Butte 


Valley halted potato digging. 


PASTURES AND LIVESTOCK: Pastures and ranges rated 





fair to good in all regions. Dry conditions 
limited grass growth in the southeast, but ample 
moisture aided growth in all other areas. Feed 
supplies were adequate in most regions. 
Supplemental feeding continued across the north. 
Mild weather was needed to promote wheat pasture 
growth in Oklahoma. Cattle movement onto small

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State Summaries of Weather and Agriculture 


These summaries provide brief descriptions of crop and weather conditions important on a 
national scale. More detailed data are available in Weather and Crop Sulletins published 
each: Monday by SRS State Statistical Offices in cooperation with the National Weather Service. 


ALABAMA: Temperatures were 1 to 3° below 
normal. Rainfall 0.11 to 2.27 in. 

Fieldwork: 4.8 days. Soybeans harvested 74%, 
80% 1983, 86% average. Cotton bolls open 100%, 
100% 1983, 100% average. Cotton harvested 83%, 
92% 1983, 88% average. Wheat seeded 58%, 71% 
1983, 76% average. Activities: Harvesting 
cotton, soybeans, and fall vegetables; planting 
small grains and winter grazing; applying lime; 
and routine care of livestock and poultry. 
Conditions: Soybeans fair; cotton, wheat, and 
livestock fair to good; pastures mostly fair to 
good.

Prolonged dryness and cold weather 
in southeastern Romania and Bulgaria is limiting 
winter wheat establishment, making the crop more 
susceptible to potential winterkill. Wet weather 
(25-50 mm) continued in England, France, Spain, 
and northern Italy. The rains in southwestern 
France slowed the corn harvest, but were mostly 
beneficial for Spain's winter grain planting. 
Weekly temperatures averaged above normal in 
France and England. Temperatures were near normal 
in West Germany and northern Italy, where winter 
grains began cold hardening. 
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SOUTH AFRICA...Moderate rain (15-35 mm) fell over 
most of the corn region. The showers maintained 
favorable growing conditions in the eastern three 
fourths of the Maize Triangle. Drier weather and 
above-normal temperatures along the western fringe 
of the Maize Triangle were unfavorable for 
emerging corn. Cooler temperatures prevailed in 
the remaining corn area. Moderate rain benefited 
corn in the northern Transvaal.
